The special problems caused by increased darkness at this 
tiem of year are described in “ Between Dusk and Dawn,” 
an article in the current issue of Traffic Safety magazine, 
published by the National Safety ('ouncil. 
More night driving is done from November to April than 
in the six months from May to October, because days are 
shorter, and nights longer. This provides a triple threat to 
motorists, according to the Safety Council, of more acci­ 
dents, more injuries and more deaths. 
The article cites higher nighttime death rates as indica­ 
tive that night driving is far more hazardous than daytime 
driving. In urban areas, the death rate, per 100 million miles, 
jumps from 2 in the daytime to 5 at night. In rural areas, 
the daytime rate of 5 triples after the sun sets. 
What can be done about the problem? 
For the engineer there are a couple of long- and short- 
range programs that are being carried on in communities 
across the nation. 
Increased street and highway lighting is a long-range so­ 
lution. Modern lighting pays big safety dividends, but re­ 
quires an investment of capital and time, according to the 
author of the article. 
A short-range engineering solution to the night driving 
problem, requiring a modest investment, is reflective strip­ 
ing and paint that greatly increases a driver’s ability to 
see hazards. In addition, reflective signs that leap out of 
the darkness give drivers earlier warnings, allowing more 
time for corrective action. 
A recent study made in Chicago substantiates the claim 
that traffic enforcement also reduces accidents. 
The report, an independent study made by the Citizens 
T raffic Safety Board of Metropolitan Chicago, spotlights 
the impact of enforcement in reducing traffic accidents 
during the months of the year when traffic conditions are 
most hazardous. Each added increment of 1.000 arrests for 
moving violations in these months results in a decrease of 
69 accidents, the study showed. 
“ Good engineering and design can protect people from 
each other. Enforcement can protect }>eople from them­ 
selves, But education helps people to help themselves.” the 
article states. 
“ An educated public will pay for good engineering. An 
educated public will support enforcement. Finally, an edu­ 
cated public will commit itself to safe practices, and all of 
this means that lives will he saved.” 
An allied article, in the same issue of Traffic Safety, 
gives pointers for driving after dark. The most important 
requirements for safe night driving are increased alertness, 
better control of the car, and reduction of speed.

The special problems caused by increased darkness at this 
Dem of year are cl esc rilled in “ Between Dusk and Dawn.” 
an article in the current issue of Traffic Safety magazine, 
published by the National Safety Council. 
More night driving is done from November to April than 
in the six months from May to October, because days are 
shorter, and nights longer. This provides a triple threat to 
motorists, according to the Safety Council, of more acci­ 
dents, more injuries and more deaths. 
The article cites higher nighttime death rates as indica­ 
tive that night driving is far more hazardous than daytime 
driving. In urban areas, the death rate, per IOO million miles, 
jum ps from 2 in the daytime to 5 at night. In rural areas, 
the daytime rate of 5 triples after the sun sets. 
What can be done about the problem? 
For the engineer there are a couple of long- and short- 
range programs that are being carried on in communities 
across the nation. 
Increased street and highway lighting is a long-range so­ 
lution. Modem lighting pays big safety dividends, but re­ 
quires an investment of capital and time, according to the 
author of the article. 
A short-range engineering solution to the night driving 
problem, requiring a modest investment, is reflective strip­ 
ing and paint that greatly increases a driver’s ability to 
see hazards, In addition, reflective signs that leap out of 
the darkness give drivers earlier warnings, allowing more 
tim e for corrective action. 
A recent study made in Chicago substantiates the claim 
that traffic enforcement also reduces accidents. 
The report, an independent study made by the Citizens 
Traffic Safety Board of Metropolitan Chicago, spotlights 
the impact of enforcement in reducing traffic accidents 
during the months of the year when traffic conditions are 
most hazardous. Each added increment of 1.000 arrests for 
moving violations in these months results in a decrease of 
69 accidents, the study showed. 
“Good engineering and design tan protect people from 
each other. Enforcement can protect people from them ­ 
selves, But education helps people to help themselves,” the 
article states. 
“An educated public will pay for good engineering. An 
educated public will support enforcement. Finally, an edu­ 
cated public will commit itself to safe practices, and all of 
this means that lives will be saved.” 
An allied article, in the same issue of Traffic Safety, 
gives pointers for driving after dark. The most important 
requirements for safe night driving are increased alertness, 
better control of the car, and reduction of speed.
